SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Salisbury: 

The School Board in presenting the annual report, 
believe that the schools have measured up to the standard 
of previous years. 

On account of the war, great difficulty was experienced 
in obtaining teachers, but the teachers we procured have 
given general satisfaction. The serious epidemic which 
prevailed during the school year, necessitating the 
closing of the schools, and the absence of scholars on 
account of sickness, made it difficult for the teachers to 
get the best results. 

There is a tendency among some of the parents to be 
indifferent in regard to the regular attendance of their 
children. The irregular attendance of scholars results 
in the town not receiving state aid. This should be 
remedied and with the coming of state supervision as 
contemplated, will be remedied. 

Commencing with the Fall term the school house on 
Shaw Hill was opened and some repairs were made, but 
more repairs are needed. 

The sanitary arrangements in all of the school houses 
should be improved, and as the State Board of Health is 
taking action in other towns it probably will do so in this 
town. 

In closing we wish to impress upon the parents, the 
value of regular attendance at school of the children, and 
the encouragement given both teachers and scholars if a 
little more interest is shown by the parents.
